"The losses of the allied forces are large: The

"Colonel Liscum of the Ninth Infantry was 


killed, also Captain Davis of the marine corps. 
Captain Lemly and Lieutenants Butler and Leonard 
wounded. 


"At 7 o'clock in the evening the allies attack 


on the city was repulsed with great loss."

ly the universal cry of Europe, but it is sorrowfully admitted that there can 
be no revenge today nor perhaps fo- many tomorrows for the incredible bar- 
barities that are reported to have marked the last scenes within the legations 


at PeMn. 


Nothing is clearer than that the anti-foreign conflagration in China is rap- 


idly permeating even the hitherto quiescent provinces, and though it is recog- 
nized that every day which leaves Pekin in the power of the mob increases the 
perils and difficulties of the situation, nothing comes from the diplomats of 
Europe to show that the Powers have overcome the jealoffffles resulting in 
the general impotency to which is commonly ascribed the sacrifice of the 
handful of women, children and men comprising the international colony in 


Pekm. 


Nothing- has been received today that adds to the information previously 


obtained regarding the massacre. The only ray of light extricable from the 
PeMn messages appeara "to be the statement that Prince Chlng and his fol- 
lowers did their utmost in defence of the legations. The rebels, however, are 
evidently greatly in the majority and the few loyalists are helpless before 
the hordes who have joined and are daily joining- the blood-stained camarilla 


who have usurped authority at Pekin. 


The fate of the capital appears to threaten other towns like Tien Tsin, 


Chefoo and even Shanghai. The defeat of the allied forces ~l Tien Tsin, 
seems to place that town in desaerate straits, and if a retreat to Taku 13 
necessary, observers consider that It will be likely to decide the policy of the 
wavering viceroys. 


The departure of Admiral Seymour from Tien Tsin and the movement of the 


warships toward Shan Hai Kuan on the Gulf of Liaotung, are taken to in- 
dicate that this route may be adopted for an advance on Peiiin which is 170 
miles distant from Shan, Hai Kuan. 


Members of the Chinese legation, this morning still assert they have no in- 


formation concerning the fate of the fo relgners in Pekin, 


•were informed Saturday by Sheng that the legations 
had fallen and tbe ministers were killed. 


A cabinet council today discussed tbe Chinese situ- 


ation. The president will probably return in two or 


three days. 


It is believed about 10,000 troops will be burned 


to China. Congress will have to be called if more 
men than these are needed. 


APPEAL OF AHiEHiGANS

The European governments have re- 


ceived from their representatives at 
Shanghai a dispatch from the governor 
of Shan Tung, dated July 7, reporting 
that the European troops made a sortie 
from Pekin and killed 200 of General 
Tung Puh Slang's forces, and that the 
Boxers were mounting guns to make a 
breach in the defenses. 


Under date of July 10 the governor of 


Shan Tung wires as follows: "Native 
soldiers and Boxers have been attacking 
the legations for some hours, but have 
not yet effected an entrance. They are 
now all bombarding with large cannon 
to make a breach for a heavy onslaught. 
I fear that all the ministers, and the gov- 
ernment as well, are In great danger, 
The government is intensely anxious." 


Finally came the news from Shanghai 


that a breach had been made and the 
foreigners killed. All the dates probably 
refer to a much earlier period; but tho 
presumption is that the successive dis- 
patches give an outline of what has hap- 
pened. The Europeans, having reached 
the end of their resources, made a des- 
perate sortie and then bravely met their 
fate. The details of the horrible story 
will probably never be known. 


The Shanghai correspondent of The 


Daily Mail says : ' 'I can assert posi tive- 
Ty that the Chinese authorities had (J>e 
dreadful news from Fekin a week ago, 
and Sheng knew all the foreigners in 
Pekin were dead when he asked the 
American consul to cable to Washington 
a proposal to deliver the foreigners in 
safety at Tien Tsin, on condition that 
the allies would suspend their operations 
to the north of Pekin."

at Tien Tsin. Telegrams to the As- 
sociated Press show that the operations 
on July 11 were a brilliant success.. The 
Japanese cavalry and a. mobile mounted 
battery did splendid work. It was un- 
fortunate that the allies did not have 
more cavalry to pursue the flying enemy. 
Four hundred Chinese were killed and 
BIX guns captured. At noon the settle- 
jn*nts were again viciously shelled from 
the native city and the hospitals and 
other buildings were repeatedly 
hit. 


The moral effect of the successes of the 
allied forces upon the Chinese is believed 
to be very gieat. 


General Gaselle and staff, with a force 


of Punjab infantry, arrived yesterday at 
Hong Kong and proceeded for Taku. 


The French consul at Shanghai, at a 


reception Saturday, made an Impas- 
sioned speech. He said: "The history 
of the world can show no parallel to such 
a situation; and, if the abominable crime, 
the mere thought of which makes us 
shudder, has been perpetrated, then it s 
our desire that swift and summary pun- 
ishment shall fall upon the perfidious 
nation which committed it. Our govern- 
ment is fully aware of the danger In' 
which we are placed, and I can assure 
you that we are doing ail in our power 
to avenge the noble victims of Chinese 
barbarity." 


The morning papers are unanimous In 


believing that the foreigners have been 
annihilated and in calling for retribu- 
tion. The Daily Chroriice comments

AMERICAN ATHLETES BEST 


Show what They Can Do in Championship 


Events. Were' Ahead in the Heats of 


Nearly Every Contest at Paris 


Paris, July 16.—The American ath- 


letes, fresh from their victories In Lon- 
don, won the only two events decided 
Saturday, and secured leading places in 
all the trials whi-jh took place on the 
opening day of the world's amateur 
championships, held under the auspices 
of the exhibition. 


The feature of Saturday's meeting in 


the championships here was not only 
the number of events the Americans 
won, 
but the perfect ease with which 


they outstripped their competitors, 10 
finishing first and second in the trial 
heats. 
, 


. The 110-metre hurdle race was di- 
vided into three preliminary heats. In 
the final Kraenslain won without being 
hard pushed in 15 2-5 seconds, which 
equals the French record on the truf. 


The Americans then contested In an 


event not usually on sporting programs 
In the United States, that of discus 
throwing. 
Twenty men competed, 


chiefly .Hungarians, Swedesiand Greeks. 
The Americans furnished a contingent 
of five, McCracken, Hare, Garret,'Flan- 
nagan and Sheldon. 
The last named 


alone secured a place among the five 
who will dispute the final. Sheldon 
made long puts, but they were badly 
directed, striking a tree or the fence. He 
gained third placa 


The preliminary heats of the 800-metre 


flat race brought eight Americans on the 
track out of 13 runners. 
The closest 


of the three heats was the first, which 
Tysoe, an Englishman; won by half a 
yard in the excellent time of 1:59. 
The 


second was won by a Frenchman, 
Bologe. The third was contested among 
the Americans—Cregan 
of. Princeton, 


Williams of Williams, Lord of Chicago 
unive >ity, finishing in that order. 


Twenty athletes stripped for the six 


trial heats of the 100-metre flat race, 10 
bejing Americans. 
Austria, Hungary, 


Italy, Germany, Australia, Denmark 
and British India were represented by 
their crack sprinters. In the final Duffy 
was selected by practically everybody 
as a certain winner. 
He had assumed 


what appeared to be a decisive lead, 
when he was seen to wobble and a mo- 
ment later fell heavily to the ground. 
A groan of disappointment and sym- 
pathy rose from the crowd of Americans 
which changed almost immediately Into 
a shout of victory, as Jarvls of Prince- 
ton breasted the winning tape, two feet 
ahead of Tewksbury, with Rowley, the 
Australian, a close third, thus securing 
the trophy for America, in spite of 
Duffy's misfortune. The best time was 
10 4-5 seconds, made'by Jarvls in the 
preliminary, and Tewksbury in the semi- 
final. 


Then came the next event, the shot- 


putting, in which the foreign contingent 
had no show. 
Shelflon of the New York 


Athletic club upheld his reputation and 
dropped the shot far ahead of the others. 
McCracken of the University of Penn- 
sylvania was nearer to Mm, with Garrett 
of Princeton third. 


The 400-metre flat race brought out 15 


Starters, including seven Americans. 
The best time in the three preliminary 
heats was made by M. W. Long of the 
New Fork Athletic club, who won the 
first heat in 50 2-5 seconds.

Syracuse was second^ 
The second heat 


brought out the Gallic champion, Fadd- 
ide, who holds the French record for this 
distance, 5i seconds. He finished third, 
behind Moloney of Chicago university, 
who came first, and Schwartz, a Dane, 
•who was second. The third heat proved 
an easy victory for Boardman of the 
New York Athletic club, who, with Hol- 
land of Georgetown university, cantered 
in, neither caring about first place, be- 
ing sure of running in the final.

INDIA'S ANTIFOREIGN SPIRIT. 


Returned Missionary Says Tliere Is a 


Movement There Like the Boxers'. 
In view of an alarming statement 


made by a missionary just returned to 
Canada from India respecting the ex- 
istence of an antiforeign movement in 
the latter country, Mr. Justice Ta- 
chereau of Ottawa, judge of the su- 
preme court of Canada, who has re- 
cently traveled extensively in India, 
was interviewed upon, tbe subject by a 
New York Sun man. 
Judge Tache- 


reau said: 


"There is undoubtedly a great anti- 


foreign movement in India similar to 
that of the Boxers in China, 
Certain 


foreign missionaries teach the natives 
of India that the British are to blame 
for the ills that befall the country. 
When the famines and plagues coine, 
these missionaries tell the natives that 
they are the result of British rule, and 
this of course breeds bad feeling. 


"Great Britain holds her power In 


India by a ve^y slender thread. The 
British officers in India admit that the 
feeling against Great Britain is general 
among the people. T^yee hundred mil- 
lions of people are being kept down by 
a slender force, and among them are 
not 100,000 really loyal natives. Great 
Britain controls through want o£ unity 
among the natives. 
If united, they 


could with ease throw the British into 
the sea, 


"When in India, I was told thatthere 


was danger of an outbreak, but it has 
not yet corq£. The natives are splen- 
didly drilled, and their officers say 
there are no betttir soldiers in tbi> 
world. 
But there can be no doubt 


about the antiforeign movement, and 
also that the British have long and fre- 
quently been warned of the growing 
danger."

The Sierra Madres contain a great 


many unexplored Indian eaves and 
ruins. There are more than a doaen 
Aztec ruins in the valley of the Casas 
Grandes river.. Up In the mountains, 
especially in Guaynopa canyon, there 
are rums of cliff dwellers. At one place 
particularly these rains axe on a per- 
pendicular bluff rising about 2,000 feet 
from the bottom of the canyon. The 
houses are simply excavations ha the 
| side of the great cHtf and contain many 


devious and unexplored passages. They 


i are almost Inaccessible, and it win re- 


quire the use of long ropes and lad- 


, ders to get into them. Professor Clnffs 
1 party will endeavor to make a thor- 


I ough examination of these rums. Just 


within a cave near this cilff there is ait 
oya, or water jar, that stands about six 
feet high and is about six feet In diam- 
eter. The entrance to tbe cave Is too 
small for the oya to have been admit- 
ted through it, and since there Is none 
of the clay of which it Is made near the 
place there is considerable mystery as 
to how It was got into the cavern. 
There are many other caves, cliff 
dwellers' ruins and evidences of an 
ancient people through the Sierra 
Madres. 


In a canyon called El Pulpito these la 


a small round cave with a rounded 
dome. A horse can be ridden hi at tha' 
entrance. On the walls of this place' 


1 are many curious drawings. There are-' 
|"^mages of men, serpents, cerrtipedSn. 
wild animals and a curious figure .that' 
partially resembles the picture of the 
popular idea of the devlL It has a hu- 
man face and short, sharp horns and 
shaggy hair. The drawings are simply 
a white kind of cement plastered on 
the rock. It can be removed only with 
a chisel or other Instrument. The ex- 
plorers will study this cavern among 
the others. 


After spending several months In the 


Sierra Madres studying the ruins, the 
botany, geology and zoology of that sec- 
tion of Mexico Professor Cluff and hda 
party will follow down the Yaqui val- 
ley until they arrive among the Yaqui 
Indians. He expects to make arrange- 
ments with the Mexican government if 
possible for permission to enter tha 
Yaqui country. The Yaquis are now 
In a state of rebellion against Mexico, 
and it has been the policy of General 
Torres, commanding the troops, to keep 
Americans and others out of the Yaqai 


j district until the Indians could be paci- 


fled. It is the intention of Professor 
Cluff if he gams the necessary permis- 
sion to spend several months studying 
the habits and customs of those In- 
dians and especially their folklore. He 
will leave two students among the In- 
dlacs, \\~ho will remain for two years, 
In order to learn the language and gain 
all the knowledge they can of Yaqui 


, myths and legends. 


I 
From the Yaqui country the party 


will follow the mountain ranges souto 
to Mexico City. Then they will go to 
Yucatan and among the Maya Indians. 
The same attention will be given to the 
M-ayas as will be given to the Yaquis. 
The party will spend some time in Yu- 
catan in arch^plogical studies and will 
then pursue their labors in Guatemala. 
They will collect and preserve botani- 
cal and geological specimens wherever 
they go and will gain all the knowledge 
possible concerning the history of the 
Indian tribes and the pre-Columbian 
peoples. 


After leaving Guatemala they witt 


endeavor to p^jietrate the Jungles of 
the isthmus of Panama. Then they 
will explore the Magdalena river, 


| which rises in Colombia and emptlea 
into the Caribbean sea after flowing 


I 600 or 800 miles. The exploration will 


i require about eight months. The high- 


lands of Ecuador will be followed, and 
then the party will go through Peru 
and Chile. After being absent two o* 
more years they will embark for the. 
states at Valparafso. 


Brofessor Cluff and all the members 


of his expedition are Mormons. Provo 
college is to pay the cost, which will 
amount to more than $10,000. Pack an- 


! imals will be used throughout to carry 
their camping utensils, tents, supplies 
and specimens as they are collected. 
They will not travel at all oa the rail- 
roads. They expect to endure a good 
many hardships, but are thoroughly ab- 
sorbed In the work and its results and 
will push forward regardless of fevers 
and other^iopica! diseases.

Alcohol From Apploi. 


Messrs. Vivien and Dupont have ex- 


perimented as to the manufacture of al- 
cohol from apples. One hundred quarts 
of apple juice contained 89.75 per cent 
of water, 0.80 per cent of ash, 2.04 per 
cent of pectin bodies and 2 per cent of 
cano sugar, 2.07 per cent dextrose, 8.50 
per cent levulose and 0.84 per cent of 
otber sugars; total sugars. 14.31 per 
cent. On adding phosphoric acid, pot- 
ash and ammonia ((or sodium nitrate) 
the fermentation proceeds as quickly 
and completely as with turnip juice, 
and by this means 5 per cent alcohol is 
obtained from the angles. This alcohol 
wag considerate becof better quality 
than tho ordinary afoohol from cider. 
Tho grounds remaining equal 18 pur 
cent of the apples taken and con tain 2.5 
p«w cent of sugar.

Some of the Methods tried to Get Kid of 


the Posts. 


Wbole families of tbe animals are 


sometimes asphyxiated in their dens. 
A wolf of the gray variety generally 
makes its home by getting on the side 
of a dirt gulch and burrowing straight 
inward until a safe distance from the 
surface is reached. There her young are 
born and raised to sturdy cub estate. 


When a cowboy locates a den ia 


which be believes the entire family to 
be gathered, a composite mass of cotton, 
saturated with damp flour sulphur and 
otber noxious smelling substances, ia 
thrust into the den and set on fire. The 
month of the hole is then filled witb 
clay tamped down solidly, and the im- 
prisoned wolves are speedily suffocated 
within. Ri this way from 6 to 10 and 
11 wolves, young and old, are wiped 
ont at one stroke. 


Another effective method ia to bore 


four or more holes in a flat piece of 
board and plug them up with beef fat 
eoaked in strychnine. Tbe odor of tbe 
fat attracts any wolves tbat may be in 
tbe vicinity, and they lick tbe fat vora- 
ciously until the leavening of poison 
does its work upon them and they drop 
dead. 
Very often as many as A doaen 


wolves are killed off by this process be- 
fore the fat in the boles is exhausted. 


Strychnine inclosed in capsules is also 


need. The capsule is thrust into a slit 
cut in a chunk of beef, and tbe wolf, 
bolting the meat whole, falls an easy 
victim. Steel traps, baited with raw 
beef, are ateo tried with fair success.— 
Denver Bepublioan^

should be warned nevt-rto swallow them. 
This caution may i>eem unnecessary, "but 
I have heard of one woman who always 
cncouragpil her children to swallow the 
pits, telling a horrified friend, who pro- 
tested againbt such a course that the 
prutsic acid m the stones absisted di- 
gestion' She did not mention how the 
acid was to sret out of the stones In ord«e 
to hava this effect, 


If I have touched upon cherries first, 


it is because the cherry tree is always 
with us, so to speak, and the fruit seems 
perennially tempting to the young-of tha 
human species. But even befor* tho 
cherries make their appearance, except 
at high prices, strawberries are in the 
market, and with the cherries como 
berries of other kinds. As a. general 
thing they can all be safely eaten by any 
except very young children, but it must 
be without cream. The acid of the fruit 
has a tendency to curdle uncooked milk 
or cream, arid even the stomach of an 
adult takes chances in eating1 cream 
with fresh berries. 


Another danger—and this is less easily 


avoided—13 that of the seeds. Those of 
the raspberry, black or redk and of the 
blackberry are especially dangerous. 
Always, when a child is permitted to ea» 
berries freely, great care should be taken 
that his bow«ls are kept open, and that 
there is no chance of the seed-filled little 
fruits accumulating In the intestines. 
If this precaution Is neglected, intense 
pain, and in some cases, serious danger 
to life may be the result. Cooking sof- 
tens the seeds of the berries to a degree, 
and it is often safe for a child to eat 
cooked small fruits when he would have 
trouble were he to take them in their 
natural state. Simple fruit puddmga 
that thte child can eat may Tje mad-e for 
the nursery table, and although boileij 
puddings "Bd those raised, with yeast 
should be avoided, others may be made 
that will be more wholesome and no less 
appetizing. 


DBAKED STRAWBERRY PUDDING. 
Soak one scant cup of white bread- 


crumbs for half an hour in one pint of 
milk. Cream together half a. cup of 
sugar and a scant tablespoon*ul of but- 
ter. Beat the yolks of three eggs light 
and mix with the butter and sugar. Stic 
into this the bread crumbs and milk, 
beating hard until all are light tog-ether. 
Flavor with the juice of half a lemon. 
Turn into a imdding- •tish, which should 
have bee-n buttered lightly, and bake 
until the pud-ding- is firm. Draw it then 
to the door of the ovtenand spread thick- 
ly over the top rips hulled strawberries 
of medium sizes, Sprinkle them with 
powdered sug-ar and heap over them a 
meringue mad-eof the whites ol th-e eggs, 
whipped stiff with two tablespoonfuls 
of powdered sugar. Close the oven door 
and leave the pudding in just long enough 
to brown the merii,gne slightly. Eat 
cold, witlh sugar and cream. This is a 
nice dessert and will be . relished by 
adults as much as by children. 
OLD-FASHIONED 
STRAWBERRY 


SHORTCAKE. 


Make a. biscuit dougrn by working- a 


lablespoonf ul of good, sweet shortening 
—butter ajid lard make a good mixture 
—into a. pint of flour, to which has been 
added 
two teaspoonfuls of baking 


powder. Make this into a soft dough v, ith 
milk—rich milk, if you can get it, and 
have it as soft ass it can be handled. 
Form it into a round cake with the hands 
and bake it in a shallow tin, either round 
or square. "When done, split it, spread 
It ligJitly with butter, and put the straw- 
berries between the two layers. 
The 


berries should have been crushed lightly 
with the back of a spoon and spi inkled 
plentifully with sugar. Let the cake 
stand a few minutes before g'oing to the 
table. It may be eaten with or without 
cream by the grown ups and without 
cream always by the children. Thia 
dish is an altogether different thing from 
the preparation commonly made and 
sold as strawberry shortcake. Rasp- 
berries may be used in place of straw- 
berriea ifter the season for those is past. 


HOT BREAKFAST SHORiTCAKS. 
Make a dough as directed in the pre- 


ceding recipe. Roll part of it into a 
sheet about a quarter of an inch thSck 
and spread, it in the bottom of a greased 
baking pan. Strew it thickly with ber- 
ries of almost any kind, raspberries, 
blackberries', blueberries, sprinkle thick- 
ly with sugar and spread the rest of the 
dough, also rolled into a sheet about 
twice as thick aa the under portion, over 
berries and sugiar. Bake In a steady 
oven until done. Cut in squares,* pile on 
a dish and send to table hot. Split open 
on each plate and eat with butter and 
sugar. 


I have called this a breakfast cake, but 


it is also excellent for a simple dessert. 
After berry time, sliced peaches may bo 
used in place of the berries and are no 
less good.

cupful of olive oil, one chopped onion 
and two cloves of garlic slightly bruised.

| then add the chicken, cleaned and pre- 


pared as tor fricassee, and about one- 
quarter of a pound of bacon cut antoi 
small dice. Cook until the chiokcn ia % 
golden brown, and then add half a doz- 
en large tomatofs, pe-eled and sliced, a 
pinch of saffron, one bay loaf, one- green 
pepper, seeded and choppt-d fine, anJ one 
or two cloves 
Cover the stew pan and 


cook about half an hour and tnen add 
one pir>t ct£ boiling water, the same 
amount of well-washed rice, with salt 
an<i pepper to season to taste. Cook un- 
til the rice has absorbed all the liquid, 
then draw back and let it steam for a 


' few minutes longer. If you are fond of 


southern cooking this dish will surely 
please you. 


STEWED TONGUE. 


Cut strips of bacon with larding-stripB, 


flredge with a mixture of chopped pars- 
ley, salt, pepper and allspice, and lard 
the beef's torgue with the prepared! 
strips. Put into a, saucepan two ounces 
of bacon cut^ m slices, four sprlge of 
parsley, two of thyme, a clove of garlic, 
two cloves, two carrots cut into dicej 
two small onions, with salt and pepper 
to season to taste. Lay the larded tong-ua 
on the whole, wet with a glass of rich 
broth and the juice of one lemon, set on 
a moderate fire and cook slowly about 
five hours, keeping well covered. Tata 
up the tongue on a platter and strain 
the juice over it. If too thin it may b* 
thickened with cornstarch. 


SPANISH SCRAMBLED EGGS. 


Chop fins one rod pepper, first 


fully removing all the seeds. Heat ona

A TIEN-TSIN MASSACRE. 


Fearful Incident Which Took 
Place About Thirty Years Ago. 


APPALLING GUTEAGE8 COMMITTED 


BOTT a French Connul and Hi* Small 


Retinue Were Horribly TULvMrnevcA 
1>T a. Chinese Mob—Bodies of Tic- 
tlxna Shamefully Mutilate i—Fright- 
ful Torture* of Slater 
Whatever has been or may be the 


fate of the foreigners In Peking, it ia 
interesting at this crisis to recall an 
episode in the city of Tieu-tsin about 
80 years ago, suys the Philadelphia 
Telegraph. On Jupe 20, 1870, Mr. Lay, 
the British consul at that place, wrote 
as follows to Sir Thonjas Wade, the 
minister at Peking: 


"We must have a man-of-war, for

The smoldering flre broke forth on 


the very next day, and before nightfall 
one of the most horrible massacres of 
"foreign devils" recorded in the recent 
history of China had taken place. Ear- 
ly on the morning of the 21st the 
French consulate at Tien-tsln was sur- 
rounded by a horde of fanatical and 
Infuriated Chinese, who hurled stones 
at its gates, windows and doors. M. 
Fontanier, the French consul, and his 
small retinue faced death as heroic 
Frenchmen have been wont to face it, 
fighting to the last. The consul waa 
cut down, his head severed and the re- 
mainder of his body terribly mutilated. 
The mob then forced its way into the 
gardens of the consulate, where three 
guests of M. Fontaniej were quickly 
dispatched. 
Adjoining the consulate 


and separated fjom it only by a wall 
were the French Catholic church, pres- 
bytery, convent and orphanage. These 
establishments were in charge of Fa- 
ther Chevrier, a Frenchman, and Fa- 
ther On, a native priest, who hastened 
to the consulate in the hope of being 
able to administer the last rites of the 
church to the victims of the mob. They 
were too late, however, and at once 
shared the fate of the inmates of the 
consulate, their bodies, ripped open 
their entire length, being thrown Into 
the Pel-Ho. 


The mob, its appetite only whetted 


by the blo^d that had already been 
shed, then made an assault upon the 
convent, at the gate of which It waa 
confronted by Sister Monguet 
In- 


stantly she was felled to the ground, 
her skull cleft by fi two handled saber, 
while her body was shamefully muti- 
lated. Then came the fate of Sister 
Andreonl, whose body, after she had 
been dispatched by a hatchet blow, 
was Impaled and carried aloft through! 
the streets. Another inmate of the 
convent. Sister Clavelin, was subject- 
ed to even a worse fate, for her eyes 
and her heart were torn out while the 
breath still lingered In her body, her 
shrieks of agony rising high above the 
yells and execrations of the assassins. 
Sis: other sisters of the convent and a 
number of the inmates of the orphan- 
age shared the fate of the others In 
turn, some of them under even more 
horrible circumstances. Over one sis- 
ter a can of boiling water was thrown, 
and she was dispatched in the chapel, 
to which she rushed for refuge in her 
maddening pain. Another of the sis- 
ters, who sought safety in the crypt be- 
neath the chapel, where Bonie of the 
orphan children were huddled together 
in terror, was roasted alive with her 
helpless little companions, the execu-? 
tioners holding their victims by th» 
arms and legs while the holocaust con- 


J tinned. 


At the time of this massacre Franc* 


was about entering upon her life and 
death struggle with Germany; but, 
helpless as she was, some reparation 
was secured. The foreign ministers at 
Peking signed a collective note of pro- 
test to the Chinese government, which 
paid over a large money indemnity for 
the property destroyed and punished 
the officials who wore responsible for 
the outrage In peculiar Chinese fash- 
Ion. 
Several mandarins of lower rank 


were exiled and a number of coolies 
were beheaded as proxies for the 
guilty higher officials. 
These substi- 


tutes came forward to take the punish- 
ment awarded to their principals in 
consideration of being buried in fine 
clothes and coffins, while tbeir families 
were made comfortable by the distribu- 
tion of about $750 among them.

NEW AERIAL WARSHIP. 


Description of the Dragon Invented 


by a Prn.isinn Officer. 


Some time during,the present sum- 


mer a new airship will be launched 
from the army's new signal corps post 
at Port Myer, says the Washington 
correspondent of the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. It is t^e invention of Lieutenant 
von Siegsfeld, a Prussian, from whom 
It was lately purchased through our 
military attache at Berlin. It is an air- 
eiiip embo/lylng principles distinctly 
new to the American school of war 
aeronauts, in which it is expected to ef- 
fect a evolution. 


The body of the Dragon—for such is 


its name—consists primarily of an 
elongated balloon cylinder with hem- 
ispherical ends, adorned in the rear 
with an inflated rudder curling upward 
after the fashion of a squirrel's taiL 
The body proper, 75 feet long by 25 
feet in diameter, is a sack of cotton 
cloth doubled, treated with rubber and 
dyed a bright yellow. This coloring 
best insures protection against the 
chemical rays of the sun. During 
flight the ballon envelope is poised at 
the angle maintained by the ordinary 
kite—20 deg^es to tlie horizontal. Such 
an oblique position results from the 
weight of a car with its occupants up- 
on the rear and the pull of a governing 
cable upon the forward end. 
The 


unique vehicle thus combines the prin- 
ciples of both kite and balloon. The 
swift, upper currents of air, striking its 
long, slanting undersurface, aid the 
buoyant gas within to elevate the 
aeronauts directly toward the zenith. 


This now aanal warship is possessed 


of an ingenious respiratory system 
whereby it is enabled to automatically 
inhale and exhale quantities of air de- 
manded by Its internal mechanism. As 
is too well known by the aeronaut, bal- 
loon gas expands and contracts during 
various degrees of ascent and descent, 
and such uncontrollable fluctuations 
of its volume necessitates his plying 
the atmospheric currents partwhile be- 
neath a loose and flabby envelope. To 
offset such a difficulty the galloon 
cylinder of the new airship is given 
an interior partition, separating it into 
two compartments—the upper filled 
with pure hydrogen gas and the lower 
with ordinary atmospheric air. 


In spite of its superior size the Drag- 


on requires for full inflation only 22,- 
000 cubic feet of hydrogen, less than 
the capacity of some of the signal 
corps* pear shaped balloons. Given its 
full gas contents, it will carry two ob- 
servers to a height of 436 yards; one, 
3.090 yards.

Boston university, is now on her way 
to Cape Nome, where she expects to 
dig gold enough to found a new school 
of philosophy in the east.

Clements, according to a Boston dis- 
patch to the St. Louis Republic, organ- 
ized a company with a capital of $500,-

Stingle of Boston, Alton Holbrooke and 
Charles Ramsell of New York are the 
mining experts. Mrs. Clements took 
along with her as companion Mrs. Hel- 
en Johnson of Seattle. The party goes 
splendidly equipped on the steamer 
Victoria. There are 25 workmen under 
a year's contract to do the rough work 
of the expedition. 


Dr. Clements Is a disciple of Pro- 


fessor Charles E. Mackay, whose 
"mind over matter" Ideas will be 
studied in the school she purposes to 
establish at a cost of $100,000. Accord- 
Ing to Dr. Clements, these "ideas" 
will assure the success of her mining 
venture. She said recently: 


"I asked him to exert his mental 


power in my behalf. At first he at- 
tempted to dissuade me. He finally 
gave his consent and promised to assist 
me wtth his wonderful power. When 
I left his study, I was so inspired that 
I am now full of confidence. He not 
only gave me his consent to go, but he 
also promised ine that I would have 
complete success. I do not fear the 
result I know that I shall succeed."

The Falcon, Submerged For Three 


Years, Has Reappeared. 


The steamer Miowera, which recent- 


ly arrived at Vancouver, brings the 
Dews that Falcon island, which sunk 
in the Pacific three years ago, has re- 
aypeared. 


Falcon, in the latter eighties, was one 


of the smaller islands of the Tonga 
group. In its center was what appear- 
ed to be an extinct volcano, and all 
around the shores was rank vegetation, 
says the New York World. In 1895 the 
vqjcano became active, and many of 
the. natives moved to the other islands 
near by. The king of Tonga had, of 
course, long before planted his flag on 
the island. A dispute arose, however, 
as to ownership, and one day the 
Tonga flag went down and a union 
jack rose in its place. The island was 
not visited by the British for many 
months, and when an American man- 
of-war happened that way the ofBcers 
put up their ensign. The other two 
powers, thoee of the king of Tonga and 
Great Britain, heard of this, and the 
official machinery for rectifying mis- 
takes was just .feeing started when the 
cause of the trouble was removed. No 
one knows to what extreme interna- 
tional complications might have gone 
had n<A the island one day sunk be- 
neath the waves.

Bteamer Tutankal passed within a few 
miles of tie place and found nothing 
except the heavy sea that indicated a 
shoal. About two months ago the is- 
land reappeared.

A Tfeo-ts)n letter to tbe London 


Standard bearing date of April 30 
gives an account of the antlforeign 
propaganda then in progress in north- 
ern China, reference to which has al- 
ready been mode in these columns. 
The writer remarks that similar "liter- 
ature," as politicians would call It, was 
circulated lately in Hoo-Nan ten years 
ago ancl led to the serious riots of that 
period. 


"At the present times," he continues, 


"we are having a not dissimilar, If less 
violent, recrudescence of antlforeign 
literature, of which the following are 
very good samples. The first of them 
Is in rhyme of a peculiarly attractive 
form, the meter throughout represent- 
ing two lines of three characters each 
and one line of seven characters. This 
is particularly easy to uieiiiorlze.

know some Chinese Christians whose 
families can repeat it by heart after 
one or two readings, and they assure 
me that it Is a style of placard which 
would 
be 
universally 
memorized, 


whereas the prose placards are read, 
but make no lasting Impression. I ap- 
pend a literal translation of the poem 
without any attempt at rhyme, for fear 
of destroying the effect: 
"Gods assist the Boxers, 
The Patriotic Harmonious Corps; 
It Is because toe Foreign Devils distaib the 


die Kingdom, 


Urging the people to join their religion 
To turn tiieir backs on Heaven; 
Venerate not the Gods and forget the Ancestor! 
Men violate the human obligations; 
Women commit adultery. 
Foreign Devils are not produced by 
If you doubt thia, 
Look at them carefully; 
The eyes of all the Foreign Devils 
Ko rain falls, 
The earth is getting dry; 
This i3 because the Courcbes Btop the Huven. 
The Gods are angry, 
The Genii are \iexed; 
Both ere come down from the mountains to de- 


liver the doctrine. 


This is not heartuy. 
The practice will not be in vain 
To recite incantations and pronounce magtc 


words. 


Burn up the yellow written prayers; 
Light incense sticks. 
To invite the Gods and Genii o! all the grottoes 


(halls). 


The Gods will come out of the grottoes, 
The Genii will come down from the mountains 
And support the human bodies to practice tut 


hexing- 


When all the military accomplishment* or tactics 
Are fully learned, 
It will not'be difficult to exterminate the Foreign 


Devils then. 


Push aside the railway tracks, 
Pull out the telegraph polea. 
Immediately after this destroy the steamers. 
The great France 
Will grow cold and downhearted; 
The English and Bussian will certainly disperse. 
Let tltf various Foreign Devils all b« tilled. 
May the whole elegant Empire of the Great Ching 


dynasty be evor prosperous. 


"The translation of one of the prose 


placards Is as follows: 
" 'The relatives ana friends of all 


around notice recently that members 
of the Protestant and Koman Catholic 
religions poison the wells with poison- 
ous powder and that whoever drlnfes 
the water have their lungs and intes- 
tines rotten within 18 days. Two men 
have been arrested by us at Liu Li 
Chuang, and we find they have poison 
all over their bodies. They are silent 
when" questioned ana bold when tor- 
tured. 
Those who smell the poison 


will die immediately. You must be 
very cautious in drinking the water. 
Those who see this notice mus$ make 
It known. It will avoid calamity be- 
falling the people. It must by all means 
be done.' 


"Both these placards were posted up 


la a district called Taicheng, in this 
(Ghi-H) province, six days ago—1. e., 
since the last proclamation. Taicheng 
Is about 140 li, or 50 miles, south of 
Tien-tsin. 
The dense and universal 


ignorance of the people makes these 
placards, silly and childish as they 
may appear to us, very dangerous and 
highly calculated to excite the wildest 
Ideas and promote trouble. The peo- 
ple are just now peculiarly in the 
mood, moreover, to be so excited. The 
autumn and spring rains have not fall- 
en, the earth is lying hard and parched, 
and starvation stares them in the face. 
They cannot explain It or understand 
why the clouds gather, but produce no 
refreshing showers. In their blindness 
they blame the foreigner. To illustrate 
the public tcoiper of the day I may 
mention that the wildest superstitions 
are now extant current about kerosene 
oil. Several large fires have occurred 
through the breaking of lamps, and 
the people are now discovering that 
kerosene promotes scarlet fever, small- 
pox aud plague, Injures the eyesight 
and otherwise brings calamity. Upon 
this overwrought state of mind such 
placards as the above act very strong- 
ly." 


The correspondent adds that there is 


no doubt that these inflammatory plac- 
ards have official sanction.

Ohluuse City. 


There uro Europeans at Canton, but 


they livo ia a settlement outside the 
native oity. Their influence, like their 
place of abode, is merely upon the out- 
ermost edge of the community. Our 
ideals of civilisation have not touched 
the people. They are today as they 
have been for centuries past They 
sneer at our institutions and consider 
themselves in every way superior to the 
•white "barbarian." Casual visitors to 
the crowded oity v* sit the various points 
of interest by means of sedan chaira 
They are accompanied by a native 
guide, who conscientiously goes through 
a long catalogue of things, wonderful 
or horrible, in English, which is fluent- 
ly spoken but imperfectly understood 
by those to whom it is addressed. The 
guide is very attentive to those in his 
care, very polite in his manners, and 
often possessed of a fair amount of hu- 
mor. 


The streets of the city are of a pattern 


of immemorial antiquity. None is more 
than ten feet wide. The houses lean in- 
ward from the base and almost meet 
overhead, shutting out all but the nar- 
rowest atrip of daylight 
Signboards 


are hung perpendicularly outside every 
house. They are elaborately carved and 
gayly decorated with abundance of gold 
leaf and scarlet or black lacquer. The 
mystic looking symbols inform the curi- 
ons that one particular shop is ' 'Prosper- 
ed by Heaven," another has "Never 
Ending Good Luck," while yet another 
is "The Market of Golden Profits"—the 
said profits, be it known, going into the 
pocket of the dealer. 


Among the most interesting sights of 


this unchangeable city are the pawn- 
shops. They are often great, square, 
solid granite structures, which look 
more like old border keeps than tha 
residences of accommodating "uncles." 
The pawnshop fulfills a double pur- 
pose. It advances money at an interest 
varying from 20 to 30 per cent, and it 
stores in safety within its massive walla 
those articles of finery and adornment 
•which are only required at special times 
and seasons. On the fiat roofs of these 
citadels are piles of stones and jars of 
vitriol, ready to repel any attack that 
may be made by thieves, whose methods 
of plunder ace less refined than those of 
the pawnbrokers.

Composition Metal How Largely 


Work QuMiIy and Handsomely Done. 
Yachts built of wood are sheathed 


with copper,j and so are many tugboats. 
Merchant ships are sometimes sheathed 
with copper,, but nowadays the material 
most commtinly used is a composition. 


j metal whiclx in appearance resembles 
I brasa It do«s not wear so long as cop« 
' per, but it costs less. The composition 


metal comes in sheets about S feet by i 
foot 4 inches., They are fastened on tha 
ship with- neils of the same material 
Sometimes '<he sheathing is nailed di- 
rectly on to the hull of the ship. Some- 
times it is nailed over another sheathing 
of felt, which helps to preserve the 
calking in the seams. 


When the ship has been placed in a 


drydock or raised out of water on a 
floating dock, the old metal is stripped 
off, and if she is to have a felt sheath- 
ing the bottom of the ship is first paint- 
ed with a coat of pitch, and the sheets 
of felt are laid upon that, and then the 
sheets of motal are nailed on over them. 
The work is done very rapidly and at 
the same time with great nicety. Every 
nail head is sunk so that it is flush 
with the plate. If the hand were pas^d 
over the sheathing anywhere, it woula 
be found smooth. If the nail heads were 
permitted to project, they would of 
course interfere with the speed of the 
vessel. 


Seventy-five men can sheathe an 1,800 


ton ship in two days. The cost of 
sheathing such a ship with composition 
metal over felt, including material, 
dock charges, labor and everything, 
would be about $4,000, or a little less, 
and such a sheathing would last about 
two long voyages.—New York Sun,

Iti Two Farts and the Difference lo til* 


Strain That CH(B«* Upon Th«|n. 


The rudder of a wooden ship is com* 


posed of tbo stalk and tbe backing, 
which are HO joined together as to form 
iu effect a dingle piece. The complete 
rudder is coppered, to protect it from 
worms, and tb*n, besides being practi- 
cally all in on* piece, it ban that ap- 
pearance also. 


Thjt stalk i» tbo part to which are at- 


tached the pintles, or pivote, by which 
the rodder is suspended and hold in 
place, these going through eyes set in 
the ship's aternpoet. The stalk runs up 
through tbe sterp of the ship, and to 
its head is bolted a cap to which are at- 
tached the ropes by means of whiob> tha 
rudder ia controlled. The backing is tha 
blade part of tbe rudder. 


By far the greater strain comes on 


tbe stalk, and tbe greatest strain of all 
comes on the head of tbe stalk, the 
rudder head, where it is held. 
Tbe 


stalk is made of the wood most likely 
to stand the strain, carefully selected, 
sound, well seasoned oak, while the 
bucking is made of spruce or hard pine. 
The stalk id of a single, solid, massive 
piece, stout us an oak tree and indeed 
of the 
dimensions of a small oak, 


something tbat a man can pin hie faith 
to, if he can have faith in any wood, 
while the backing or blade is, like 
many modern wooden masts, built up. 
It would be difficult if not impossible 
to find trees that would yield planks 
big enough for the purpose in a single 
piece, and tbe built up backing, made 
of pieces of selected wood, cau easily be 
made of ample strength to withstand 
any strain that will be brought upon it 


As to the stalk, stout) and solid as tha 


oak may be, the head may be twisted 
by the force of a tremendous blow from 
a wave upon the rudder, or, under the 
repeated strains of long use, the head 
may split, and so make the stalk use- 
less. Then the rudder is taken out and 
(itted with a new stalk. A suitable stick 
is selected aud worked down to tha 
proper size and" form, and very probably

'ife of a rudder stalk would probably 
•j 12 to 14 years. The backing might 
ibt as long as the ship.—New York
